Republican Watchword Is 


Americanism, And World 
Democracy Is Dem's 


WASHINGTON. Nov 
22 — Sena- 


tor's Hiram Johnson, California and 
Gilbert M. Hitchcock, Nebraska are 
today being pointed out b> political 
clairvoyants here as the logical can- 
didates for the presidency in 1920 on 
the Republican and Democratic tick- 
ets. 
This vision is the result of the 


turn in the battle of the peace treaty 
and the subsequent 
inclination of 


party leaders to make the questions 
•which hinge on the 
ratification or 


non-ratification treaty as the personal 
issue of the coming race to the white 
house. 


Thruout the closing hours of the 


debate over the pact in the senate 
there were evidences that bath sides 
were not unmindful of the fact that 
the treaty might ultimately become 
the main point in dispute during the 
coming national elections 


Senator Atlee Ponierene. of Ohio, 


flung the challenge at the Republican 
side of the senate saying in effect 
that if the Republicans wanted to 
stand pat against the ratification of 
the treaty that the Democrats would 
meet them at Philippi on that Issue. 


Senator Lodge in a statement just 


issued concerning the peace treaty 
and the action of the senate in de- 
feating the measure in the special 
. 
session, said:

"There is no room for furtherVom- 


promlse between 
Americanism 
and 


the superior government headed b> 
the league of nations." 


Furtheimore he docidedly 
stated 


that "all I ask now Is that we may 
have the opportunity to iav 
thohe 


resolutions before the American peo- 
ple" and admits that he 
desires to 


carry the issue into the coming cam- 
paign. 


Senator Oscar XV". Underwood, Ala , 


In the last hours of the debate, fired 
a broadside at the Republicans after 
the first vote on ratification had been 
taken up, in a passionate speech he 
flung out at his opponents 


"The Republican party is responsi- 


ble to the people of the U. S. for the 
peace of nations."
